What is tho real fori;u wo poii8o.sa to re- 
pel tlio landing tjf an uneniy I Wo havo 
tho militia, artillory and vuluntoora of 
N'ictoria utiiiiboring only IIC inon, and 
thu.so of New Westiiiinstor numbering 
Homo St). At the ii'i|jortaiit town of Na- 
iiiiiuiii there ia no defensive fiu'ces, l)ut 
hiippily the junior iiieiiiber for Nanaimo 
had iiiforinod him that ho can muster 40 
iiioii if poriiiissiun is ' obtained from the 
Dominion goveraiuent for the formation 
of -a corps. It is very evident that the 
t<ital fotxe at tho disposal of tho j^overn- 
ineiit is (ptite iiiade<|uiito to the reijuire- 
menta of the case. We fortunately have 
in ('(ilonel HoliiieH a moat utiieient and 
capable (jtliuer who in oonjunction with 
hiH aljle lieutununt, Lung, would be able 
to meet any eniei]{enoy should it arise, 
but tliey caimot make bricks without 
strikw. He wiis suro that his gallant 
friend. Major I'riur, and alao his combat- 
ive friend, Lieiitonfint Bole, who so ably 
represented the inilitla force in the houso, 
Would agree with hiin in saying that it 
was absolutely necessary in case of emer- 
gency that the militia should have a force 
of regular troops ujion which they might 
rally.

Victori.-i. By the ostiiblishment of such a 
corps not only would a feeling of con- 
tidence and security be established, but 
there would be many colUtentl advantigea 
which might, perhaps, bo better iinagimjd 
than described. Col. Baker then went 
on to allow tho necessity for eatablishing 
new corjis of militia in various districtB in 
the country, and pointed out that tlio 
luotliei-H, diiughtors, wivus and sisters of 
the pnjvinoe called upon tho manhood of 
the country to protect and defend them 
and to coiiiu forward to provide recruits, 
lie was sure that if thu demand was pmp- 
erly put befuro thu young men of the 
country it would meet with a ready 
response.

and the man had answered, "to nurse 
bailies and sew lui buttons." (liatighler.) 
If he (Mr. II.) believed that women ivere 
lit for not hing else he would vvish them 
all out of :he world, and the house should 
jia.ss a law to discourage their growth, aa 
in China. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Somlin did not see why this meas- 
ure shouhl be brought forwiird at this 
time, but lie was ci l In-less in favor uf 
the priiii:i]jle. He pMinlcd out th.-it (.Jiiecii 
Victoria allbrded an excellent illustration 
of a woman discharging all the duties of 
high ofhco without neglecting domestic 
demands.

(Hear, hear.) Tin; island railway had 
been completeil ami if it did not pay, 
then it was not a drug on the people but 
on tlmt enlt;r]irisiiig gentleman who had 
built it. At all events wo have the Kiil- 
w.ay anil wdtb the possibility of its being 
extended to Cumox anil Seymour Nar- 
rows in t>l)e ne.ii- future. ((Jheers. ) There 
w.as, however, yet a link to be completed 
bet ween Vancouver and Nanaimo, and if 
any scheme for a ferry wore devised it 
woilltl ret;eivo his must cordial support. 
(Cheers.) A cable hail been const-ructed 
acriiss the straits of Fuca,- luie of his 
election ])ledgcs. Oiu; of the first ques- 
tiiiiia taken up by him iu parliament 
was the pilotage matter in British Uoluiii- 
bia. Pilotage authorities had been estub 
lislicd at the several ports of the prov- 
ince. At pre.'ient there wore nine pilot 
comiui.ssioners, three pilots' secretaries 
ami leu pilots. Steamb.iating and nav- 
igation had received his most earue.3l- 
att cut ion for if there were any subjects 
with which ho felt conij;etent to deal it 
was with steamboats, [)ilntage and navi- 
gation. A daily nniil service was agitated 
for hy tiieni at tbs llr.st si;ssi(m of jiarlia- 
nieiit .aiiil at tlie st cond he was glad to say 
they had been able to socuro it, and it 
hail proved a great boon to Victoria, in- 
crcasingitstiansient visitors and trade gen 
orally. As .Mr. Shakesjieare had explain- 
ed, tho government had been iniluceil to 
ascertain the v.ahie and extent of our deeji 
sea fisheries, and although ,iio actual re- 
sult- hail yet been seen of it, he believed 
it- would ultimately prove of great benefit. 
1 1 had been the desire of Mr. Siiakespeare 
.and himself to work hi accord with the 
other itieinberH for tho proi inco in order 
that thi;y might go to Ottawa as a solid 
ai.x. All otforts in that diroi:tion however 
had failed, and they always had stood iu 
parliament four to two. Little potty jeal- 
ousnoss caused by the progress and pios- 
|)erity of the larger city had always pie- 
\ t;iited the other members from working 
in at;coril with the two from Victoria. 
During I he past three years the jirovincc 
had paid Into the Doniinii:m treasury 5?2,- 
7i'ii,'X>h. It li.ad received every j'ear 
6^12,151.00 paid into the provincial trea- 
sury ond in railway construction from 
Port Moody to Savoiia's ferry $9,132,()8u. 
When it was represented to tho govern- 
ment that Victoria harbor reipiireil con- 
tinuous dredging and otlior improveineuts 
its members were confronted with these 
figures. It could nut be denied that Vic- 
toria had received the greatest benefit 
from the large aiiunint spent in the pro- 
vince on railway construction. Tho ex- 
]ieiidituri; on miscellaneous works during 
the past four yuars was 88y(>,418.1)7. In 
.idilitiiiii there was $750,000 on the island 
railway .and several hundreds of thousands 
besides, in inctdontals. Oonsidering every- 
thing, he did not think there was much 
to complain of. When the large expendi- 
tures which he referred to hail gone out 
of mind then there would probably be 
some chance to secure something 
to improve our harbor. Whether 
it should bo dune by himself or his 
colleague, or by. either of the candidates 
before tliein, he would ask the electors 
te remi'iiiber that Baker and Shakesjieare 
h,ad tlone tlu;ir level best to advance the 
interests of Victoria (cheers). Little as 
they had got from tho do])artnieiit of 
militia it was through no fault of either 
Mr. Shakesfie.art; or himself.
